HORACE BOIES. 


Important Interview with Presidents 


Woodruff and Cannon on the Political 
Situation In Utah—Representative Oak* 
Fears the Farmers' Alliance Movement 
In the South—Cover Hill Will Not Bun 
for a Third Term. 
OTTOMWA. la., June 21—The~"Demo- 


cratic state convention was called to or- 
der at 10 o'clock Wednesday morning in 
the Ottumwa Opera house by Chairman 
Charles Puller. Walter H. Butler of Fa- 
yetto was selected as temporary ehair- 


man. He eulogized 
the administration 
of Governor Horace 
Bois, and empha- 
sized the inscr ip- 
tions that in big 
letters on canvass 
were stretched 
across the play- 
house: "Boies and 
Victory ,»"No Back- 
ward Step," "Pub- 
lic Office a Public 
Trust." At the con- 


clusion of Mr. Butler's address the usual 
committees were appointed and a brief 
recess taken. When the convention re- 
assembled ex-Congressman J. R. Pasey of 
Council Bluffs was chosen by acclamation 
as permanent chairman. 


Boise Receives the Nomination. 


After Pusey's speech, C. A. Clark of 


Cedar Eapids, placed Bsise in nomination 
for governor. The nomination was second- 
ed from all parts of the hall, and the gov- 
ernor was renominated by acclamation. 
The convention then, at 11:30, took a re- 
cess until ItSO in the afternoon.

NEW MORMON POLICY. 


Members of the Church to Unite with the 


T»o Great Parties. 


SALT LAKE, June 24.—An important in- 


terview with Presidents Wilford Wood- 
ruff snd George Q. Cannon on the Utah 
political situation is published here. This 
ia the first expression of opinion ever ob- 
tained from these men on the subject. 
Woodruff and Cannon disclaim any con- 
nection1 with the dissolution of the People's 
party, and say it was dissolved by the 
party leaders. Self-defense compelled the 
Mormons to act together. But the church 
has never claimed the right to dictate the 
political actions of its members. There is 
no reason why they should vote solidly if 
conditions are the same here as elsewhere. 


Nothing To Bo Gained. 


"Our understanding," say the Mormon 


leaders, "is the People's party dissoved in 
good faith; that it is the intention of all 
members of the church to unite with the 
two national parties, and there is no rea- 
eon why they bhould not act freely with 
them at all times. The church would not 
now either attempt themselves or advise 
others to abolish the laws against polyga- 
my, and we would not authorize any such 
marriage in violation of law. There is 
nothing to be gained for the church by se- 
curing political control in Utah, with or 
without statehood. The only protection 
the church desires is that it should obtain 
the same protection as other denomina- 
tions, as it would be unu ise for Mormons 
to seek any advantage not shared by other 
religious societies. 


The Two Great Parties. 


"Personally we hav e felt that the time 


would come when the two great parties 
would be organized in this territory. 
We have felt that if an attempt of this 
kind should bo made, each should have 
the fullest opportunity 10 lay its prin 
ciples before the people, so that they 
might have a clear understanding of the 
issues and be able to decide, in the light 
of facts presented to them, to which 
party they would belong. This being 
true, there is nothing to be gained by us 
acting in bad faith." 


THE FARMERS'ALLIANCE. 


What Oates of Alabama Says of the 


BXovement In the Sonth. 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—Representative 


Oates of Alabama takes a serious view of 
the Farmers' Alliance movement in the 
eouth. Speaking with a reporter he said 
he thought the southern Democrats were 
too timid and trustful in dealing with the 
Alliance and did not appreciate the seri- 
ousness of the situation. 
"Too many of 


our folks," he said, "are trying to make 
friends with the Alliance in hopes of hold- 
ing their own hereafter. But they deceive 
themselves; the Alliance folks are not 
fooled, but our people are compromised. 


Mnst Draw the Unes. 


"The fact is just this: We have got to 


fight the Alliance right out with Till our 
might or it will get the best of us in the 
•outh. No man can believe in the sub- 
treasury and land loan schemes and claim 
to be a Democrat. 
The lines must be 


drawn sharply and at once. The Alliance 
is now in the minority, but it is organized 
well and our people are weakening them- 
selves by cutting shy of the fight. What 
we must do is to organize against the 
Alliance and beat it out of existence. If 
we do not it will beat us, though we are 
in the majority." 


Not After a Third Term.

Democratic politicians of the state con- 
firms the story that Governor Hill has 
abandoned altogether the idea of running 
fora third term as governor and that the 
Democratic nomination next fall will go 
Roswell P. Flower.

The municipal au- 
thorities prrmptly modified their agree 
ments with the omnibus company so as 
to make it possible for the latter to accede 
to the strikers' demand for a working day 
of twelve hours.

where it is considered another evidence of 
the ability and willingness of Freacn 
icpublicau government, whether national 
or municipal, to exercise a beneficent in- 
fluence in tk<! settlement of labor disputes.

SAN FRAKCISCO, June 24.—A trust deed 


of 5300,000 uas executed Tuesday by Mrs. 
Loland Stanford in fa\or of five free km- 
dertens of San Francisco which she "has 
founded. This fund is in the form of 
railway bonds which bear 5 per cent, in- 
terest so that each school will have a clear 
income of $1.000 yearly. San Francisco 
kindergartens have done great good in re- 
ducing hoodlumism. Their founder and 
superintendent for over fifteen years is 
Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper, who will be a dele- 
gate to the Pan-American congress to be 
held during the AVorld's fair.

fice Tuesday issued a bulletin showing 
the receipts and expenditures of 100 of the 
principal cities of the United States. The 
expenditures of New York, Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Missouri and Illinois, 
the six largest in population, amounted to 
138,859,010, while those for New York city 
amounted to $48,907,694. 


Fastest Run Across the Pacific. 


VANCOUVER, B. C., June 24—The Cana- 


dian Pacific steamer Empress of Japan, 
which arrived Tuesday, 10 days 21 hours 
out from Yokohama, made the fastest run 
ever made across the Pacific, beating by 
eighteen hours that of her sister ship, Em- 
press of India, which had previously broken 
the record.

CAUSE OF "HONEST JOHN'S" RUIN. 


Ignorance of the Law and Good Inten- 


tions X'leaded in Extenuation, bnt tha 
Indictment Conceded To B« Correct- 
He Insists, However, That None of the 
Stolen Money Went Into HI* Pocket, 
Keystone Bank and That Bascal Marsh 
Getting Every Cent -A Grewsome Story 
of Criminal Error. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 24.—Ex-City Treas- 


urer Bardsley was brought into court ye» 
terday, and the examination of witnesses 
to support the charges against the prlsonei 
was begun. At the conclusion of the tes- 
timony Mr. Alexander said his client de- 
sired to read a statement. Mr. Bardsley 
then arose and read a statement to the ef- 
fect that the balance due the city when the 
crash of the Keystone bank came was f 1,194,- 
631.33. On the credit side of the account 
were the following items: Due from the 
Keystone bank, $925,000; bonds of the Bal- 
timore Traction company, $100,000—depos- 
ited in Keystone bank; R. Gr. Haines' notes 
for money to assist the bank, $25.000; stock 
of Farmers' and Mechanics' bank, $100,000; 
and other items making a total aggregate 
of 
$1,155,808.43; balance, 138,822.89, an 


amount which he claimed was more than 
provided for by property made over to tlie 
assignee. He also admits a debt to the 
state of $1,102,769 6i. 
I 
Relations with the Keystone Bank. 
After setting forth the practice of the 


{state as to auditing the accounts with the 
city treasurer and making a statement ol 
jhis dealings with the state treasurer's 
[office during 1890 and up to March, 1861, 
twhen his accounts were last audited, 
(found correct and notification given that 
the money in his hands must be paid by 
June 1 Bardsley proceeds, referring to 
'the Keystone bank: "I had an account 
with this bank for many years and was 
well acquainted with the officers. TLjS 
was the active bank of the city treasurer 
who preceded me, and on taking my seat 
the first Monday in January, 1889, there 
was $1,100,000 on deposit, $700,000 in excess 
of the law. * » * On the day I took 
my seat I reduced the balance in this 
bank to less than the legal limit of $400,- 
000, and thereafter during the time I was 
city treasurer I kept a balance within the 
legal limit," except on two occasions 
when it could not, he says, be avoided. 


The Beginning of the Trouble. 


Bardsley then goes on to say: "In Oc- 


tober 
or November, 1890, a 
financial 


panic commenced, caused largely by a 
failure of the Barings in London, which 
panic swept over this city, and in the lat- 
ter part of November the Keystone bank 
showed evidence of trouble. I was applied 
to by tlie bunk for assistance, but could 
give none. About Nov. 25, however, fear- 
ful there mirclit be further trouble, I de- 
posited with the president of the bank 100 
bonds of the Baltimore Traction company 
of $1,000 each to enable him to use them at 
the clearing bouse, where he did use them 
and obtained a loan for the bank. These 
bonds, 
or 
their 
face 
value, were 


to be returned to me 
in 
a few 


days, but 
they never were. 
Before 


188U the business with the bank was en- 
tirely satisfactory 
I had deposited with 


them during 1889 large sums of state 
monev, which when wanted by me wera 
promptly returned." 


Proving Up His Deposits. 


On this account, he says, when the pres- 


ident of the bank applied to him for other 
deposits in the spring of 1890, he com- 
plied, and he gives a list of the same, ag- 
gregating $9-15,000 from Feb. 7 to Oct. 6. 
The receiver of the bank having refused to 
admit the indebtedness, Bardsley gives 
what he considers—and what appears on 
its face to be—proof of the same. Many 
of the items are not properly entered in the 
bank's accounts, but collateral evidence is 
produced of their correctness. He read 
letters from Marsh, president of the bank, 
dated Sept. 5 and Oct. 0, begging him to 
make large deposits, and stating that they 
would be of incalculable value to the 
bank. March's requests were complied 
with both times. He admits that the bank 
paid him iiterest on the deposits, but 
when he wanted the principal he could 
not get it. 


TRYING TO GET THE MONEY BACK. 


Bardsloy Finds It Much Harder Work 


Than Making Deposits. 


He then proceeds: "Having shown the 


£Uo,000 went into the bank, I now desire 
to show what I did to get it out. About 
Nov. 1, 1890,1 notified the bank that on 
Nov. 20,1890,1 would have to call on them 
for $440,000 to pay the state treasurer on 
2Tov. 26. I was not able to collect the $440,- 
000, nor any part thereof, nor have I been 
able since to collect any part of the $948,- 
000. 
The entire amount is still in the 


bank, 01 it should be there." After refer 
ring to the run on the Keystone bank in 
December, 1890, he says: "On Dec. 71 had 
a conference with Mayor Fitter on the 
subject of drawing out the city money, 
and afterwards another conference, at 
which the president and one or two direc 
tors of the bank were present. The mayor 
urged upon them to give the city some se- 
curity for her deposits, and joined with 
me in urging the payment to the city, at 
the earliest moment, of a portion of her 
money. I made vigorous and continued 
efforts to this end almost every day from 
the time of the run to March 20, bat at no 
time was the bank in condition to reduce 
the deposit. 


Tried to Sustain tha Bank. 


"As I knew the closing of the bank 


would mean a great money loss to tha 
city and state and to myself, and my per- 
sonal destruction. I resorted to every 
means in my power to build up the bank 
while it was open and to revive after it 
was closed; but without success, and its 
closing has resulted in my ruin absolute." 
Mr. Bardsley said in conclusion that be 
wished to state without any reservation or 
equivocation that he did not know what 
the Keystone bank did with the 1945,000. 
He then goes on to score Bank Examiner 
Drew, and lien , explains Ms relations 
with Marsh. He says: "There never was 
any arrangement of any kind between 
President Marsh and myself in relation to 
money of the Keystone bank. ^1 wa* a de- 
positor and nothing more, DOT do I know 
of the whereabouts of Mr. Marsh." 


"During the time I was in the office of 


city treasurer I never had any transac- 
tions with Postmaster General Wananjv 
ker, nor have I any personal knowledge of 
his transactions with the Keystone bank. 
I have seen it stated prior to the run on 


the bank, and between that time ant 
March 20, that Mr. Thomas B. Wanamakcr, 
ion of John Wanamaker, Mr. Marsh and 
myself were frequently seen together 
This is absolutely false. During the past 
two or three years I have never been in 
company with either Mr. John Wanama- 
ker nor his son Mr. Thomas B.. except 
once, when I called to ask Thomas B. 
Wanamaker where a letter would reach 
his father, who was with President Harri- 
son on his trip to California."' 


Admlsilons and Explanations. 


Mr. Bardsley then admits bis stock 


speculations, bnt denies that he used pub 
lie funds to assist contractors, and then 
goes on and says: "I understand I am to 
be sentenced on three charges—first, loan- 
ing public funds; second, receiving inter- 
est on public funds, and third, buying se 
curities with public funds. These three 
charges I admit to be true." As to tb. 
first, however, he says the money wai 
loaned on the best security and was al 
ways returned to him when called for, 
that he did not know it was unlawful. Til 
the second charge he replies that he did 
not know it was unlawful for him to re- 
ceive interest, and that all he did receive 
has been paid to the state or will be col 
looted and paid. He has not a dollar of it 
With reference to the purchase of securl 
ties with public funds he says he did not 
buy them to retain them, an3 that they 
have all been sold aud the proceeds paid 
to the state. 


Political Aspect of the Case. 


The statement concludes: "It has been 


asserted in the papers that many proml 
nent politicians and others have been bor- 
rowers from me, and have shared in somt 
way the property of the office. I want tfl 
say in this connection that it is true 1 
have assisted many men in private, politi- 
cal and public life in small loans, but in 
every instance, so far as I can remember, 
the money has been returned or is amply 
secured, and in no case has there been anj 
person or persons benefited to the extent 
of one dollar by reason of my holding the 
office. I have not shared the profits o! 
the office with any one, 
I was not awan 


of the act under which I was arrested." 


Sentence Indefinitely Postponed. 


At the closing of the reading District 


Attorney Graham arose, and, addressing 
the court, said: "The statement presented 
by Mr. Bardsley has been lengthy, and 
covers many things about which then 
has been aroused great public interest. 1 
desire that the statement be examined bj 
the mayor's experts and myself, and a re- 
port made to you. In his explanation ht 
takes into consideration the money which 
his surety will be called on to pay. That 
doesn't show where that amount they will 
have to pay went, and I desire to have 
time to investigate. I therefore move foi 
an unlimited suspension of sentence." To 
this the judge agreed, and Bardsley wai 
taken back to prison. 


THE RIOT AT ST. LOUIS. 


Consul OInnocho Thinks There Is N« 


Need of Raising a Hubbub. 


ST. Louis, June 04.—Domlnio Ginnocho, 


Italian consul here, after investigating th« 
Chain of Bocks riots, is of the opinion that 
the attack upon the Italian laborers was 
with the object of robbery more than any. 
thing else. Many of his countrymen who 
were run out of the camp have Informed 
him that laborers of other nationalities as- 
sisted the Americans in making the as- 
sault. Mr. Ginnocho said there was no 
need of making a great hubbub over the 
matter. 


Satisfied with Police Action.

The Decrease in Cnstoms Taxes. 


WASHINGTON, June Si.—A statement 


prepared at the treasury department 
shows that the receipts from customs at 
the port of New York for the first twenty 
days of June, 1891. were 15,493,139; for th« 
same period in June, 1890, they were $9,- 
348,047. a falling off of about 40 per cent. 
For the first five months of the present 
calendar year, under the operation of tin 
new tariff law, the receipts from customs 
at New York were $54,736,935; for the sam« 
months of the calendar year 1890 they wert 
(65,970.795, showing a falling off of $11,- 
£13,860. The figures indicate a reduction 
of $30,000,OOC in customs for the year. 


Harvard Law School Association.

Without a Word of Warning James Bren- 


nan Fires Three Ballet* into the Poli- 
tician's Heart on the Streets of Hngoton, 
Kan.—Story of the Trouble Which Led 
Up to the Affair—The End Is Probably 
Not Yet. 
WICHITA, Kan., June 34. —Col Samuel 


N: Woods, who was a prominent factor 
In the opening of the western part ot 
the state and hod been a leader in poli- 
tics since the early days of Kansas, wat 
shot to death by James Brennan, of Hugo- 
ton, Stevens county, Tuesday. The two 
men me tat "the oourtbouse and renewed 
an old time quarrel, and Brennan emptied 
three chambers of bis revolver into 
Woods' body. Woods and Brennan were 
arrayed on different side* in the famous 
Hugoton-Woodsdale county seat flght ot 
three years ago, when every one in tht 
oouoty went armed and people wort 
killed every day, and it was a renewal 
of this old feud that led to the present 
killing. 
Woods was the man who led 


the Alliance into the Impeachment pro- 
ceedings against Judge Botkin wblclj 
have recently closed. Breauan was or*' 
rested. 


The Sheriff CroM Murder Case. 


The tragedy resulted directly from on« 


immediately preceding it, which has be- 
come kndwu the county over as thi 
"Sheriff Cross murder case." The county 
neat war was waged between tie towns oi 
Hugoton and Woodadale. The latter v, at 
founded by Sam Woods, the victim oi 
Tuesday's murder, who was the leader oi 
the faction which held that in the county 
seat election the victory had been obtained 
by fraud by the adherents of Hugoton. 
Several ineffectual 
attempts had been 


made by the Woodsdale people to removt 
tbe county records from Hugoton to 
Woodsdale and establish tbe county seat 
there. Ono day about twenty five Woods- 
dale men armed themselves and marched 
in the direction of Hugoton 
They wer« 


met by Sheriff Cross of Hugoton with a 
j.oase. 


Fight Between the Fartlm. 


In a parley which ensued the Woodsdale 


people said they had no belligerent inten- 
tiouB, and were only going to the Indian 
Territory hunting. They marched down 
to the Indian Territory, and Sbori0t Cross 
and his post j follon^d them. That same 
raght a battle ensued between tbe two 
parties, in which the sheriff and frwo o< 
hte posse were killed Moat ot the Wooda- 
dale party were arrested on a warrant is- 
sued from the United States court at 
Paris, Tex , In the criminal jurisdiction of 
which is the Indian Territory Tbe trial 
resulted In conviction. The case was ap 
pealed to the supreme court, where tb« 
verdict was reversed and the case remand- 
ed for trial The case Is still pending 


Brennan Swore Beveoge. 


During tbe trial at Paris, Tex , Brennan 


w as one of the principal witnesses for the 
state and Woods was one of the defend 
ants' counsel, and during the trial he 
handled Brennan without gloves Bren 
nan swore revenge, and when be heard 
Tuegday that Sam Woods was in town

Violated the Trunk Line Agreement. 
BUFFALO, June at—The freight sched- 


ule Issued by the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Monday on the basis of tl 20 
first-class from New York to St. Paul 
precipitates a crisis in trunk line affairs 
Ever since the decision of Commissioner 
Goddard awarding a differential to the 
West Shore, the Lackawanna people have 
been bot. A demand had been previously 
made for a differential of tl 20 on first- 
class as against tl 30 by way of Chicago, 
on the ground that the Lackawanna was 
entitled to at much consideration as was 
tbe West Shore It is understood that a 
decision adverse to the Lackawanna was 
given last veek by Commissioner God- 
dard, and that is supposed to be the ani- 
mus of Monday's action by that rood.
